There  would  have  been  more,  and  some  better, 
material  for  those  authors  to  have  worked  on, 
but  for  the  numerous  losses,  by  fire  and  other 
misfortunes,  which  lmve  overtaken  many  of  the 
oldest  houses  in  Princess  Anne.  Bishop  Meade 
tells  us  that:  "Nowhere  in  Virginia  has  the  de¬ 
struction  of  all  that  was  old  been  greater."  It 
is  for  this  reason  that  many  houses,  much 
handsomer  than  some  of  those  presented  to  us 
do  not  appear.  They  were  there,  but  they  are 
gone  forever. 

It  is  fortunate,  therefore,  that  what  Is  left 
has  been  thus  gathered  together  and  preserved.

Keeling  Coat-of-A  rms

Reeunq 


Early  American  records  of  the 
Keeling  family  of  Virginia  are  found 
mainly  in  Princess  Anne  Co.  and 
Lower  Norfolk  Co.,  from  which  Prin¬ 
cess  Anne  was  formed  in  1691. 
Thomas  Keeling,  the  progenitor  of 
this  branch,  was  one  of  105  persons 
that  Adam  Thoroughgood  persuaded 
to  come  from  England  and  settle 
in  the  Colony  of  Virginia.  Thomas 
age  between  20  and  25,  arrived  i„" 
the  “Hopewell”  in  1628.  He  married 
Anne,  surname  unknown,  who  was 
born  between  1612  and  1618.  Between 
the  years  1635  and  1651  Thomas  was 
granted  1,000  acres  of  land  on  the 
eastern  shore  of  Lynnhaven  River  for 
the  transportation  of  various  persons 
to  Virginia.  He  served  as  vestryman 
in  Lynnhaven  Parish  in  1640,  Com¬ 
missioner  in  1658,  and  was  known  as 
Lieut.  Thomas  Keeling.  Thomas  died 
in  August,  1665,  and  his  widow  mar¬ 
ried  as  her  second  husband  Col.  Rob¬ 
ert  Bray. 

Adam  Keeling,  a  son  of  Thomas', 
married  Anne,  daughter  of  John  Mar¬ 
tin  and  sister  of  John  Martin,  Jr.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  in  Nugent’s 
“Cavaliers  and  Pioneers”  (p.  xiii). 
Capt.  John  Martin  serving  with  Capt. 
John  Smith  and  Oapt.  Francis  West 
during  the  early  Virginia  struggles 
of  1609.  He  was  in  Jamestown,  Va., 
in  1607  and  died  in  Lynnhaven  Par¬ 
ish  in  1638. 

On  April  27,  1640,  the  will  of  Cap¬ 
tain  Adam  Thoroughgood  was  nro- 
bated  at  Portsmouth,  leaving  "to  my 


godson,  Adam  Keeling,  one  goat.” 
This  ties  in  with  the  will  of  Alexan¬ 
der  Keeling,  written  1703  and  pro¬ 
bated  May  3,  1704,  leaving  to  his 
"son  Thorowgood  Keeling  one  silver 
porringer  niarkt  TA.”  (Thoroughgood 
Adam?)  Alexander  also  bequeathed 
“to  my  eldest  son  Edward  one  silver 
tumbler  with  a  Coate  of  Armes  on 
it  to  him  and  his  heires  for  Ever.” 
As  the  sons  of  Alexander  were  under 
age  at  the  time  he  made  his  will 
in  1703,  I  believe  Alexander  was  of 
the  third  generation  and  the  son  of 
Adam2  .  .  .  not  the  son  of  Thomas' 
as  sometimes  stated. 

Among  the  records  of  M.  Drexel 
Rutherford  of  Wheaton,  III.  (to  whom 
1  am  indebted  for  this  Keeling  ma¬ 
terial),  there  is  a  letter  dated  May 
25,  1952  from  Miss  Ida  J.  Lee  of 
Richmond,  Va.  Her  letter  reads: 
"You  asked  me,  sometime  ago  to 
find  the  silver  cup  with  the  Keeling 
Coat-of-Arms,  I  was  in  Norfolk  last 
week  and  mentioned  the  fact.  The 
friend  whom  I  was  visiting  said 
she  knew  someone  who  had  the  Keel¬ 
ing  Arms  and  I  thought  I  might 
get  some  information  from  her.  She 
came  to  see  me  bringing  her  family 
Bible,  Coat-of-Arms  and  some  data. 
She  had  heard  of  the  silver  tumbler 
but  doubted  that  it  was  still  in  exist¬ 
ence.”  The  Arms  shown  Miss  Lee 
were  as  pictured  here  and  ascribed 
to  Thomas  Keeling,  1635.  The  Bible 
was  marked  “Printed  in  New  York 
by  B.  &  J.  Coilier,  1817,”  “Bible  of 
Martha  E.  Keeling,”  and  on  one  page. 
"Copied  from  the  old  Family  Bible 
of  Major  Adam  Keeling.”  The  ear¬ 
liest  date  recorded  in  the  Bible  was 
the  marriage  of  Adam  Keeling  and 
Elizabeth  Edey  on  February  25,  1794. 

As  the_  first  entry  in  the  Bible 
from  which  the  foregoing  records 
were  copied  was  dated  1794,  (a  gen¬ 
erous  150  years  after  the  arrival  of 
the  first  Keeling  from  England)  any 
statement  as  to  the  armorial  status 
of  the  family  would  still  require  solid 
proof.  Then,  as  now,  the  fact  that  a 
Coat  of- Anns  painting  is  found 
among  the  family  records  does  not 
estabusn  ns  autnenticity  unless  it 
can  be  proven  that  the  Arms  were  in 
use  by  the  first  generation  in  Amer¬ 
ica  or  else  that  the  line  can  be  es¬ 
tablished  back  to  the  mother  coun¬ 
try. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  Thomas' 
Keeling  enjoyed  a  Coat-of-Arms,  for 
the  first  mention  of  an  Armorial 
bearing  is  in  the  will  of  this  third 
generation  Keeling.  Alexander  Keel¬ 
ing  left  "one  silver  tumbler  with  a 
Coate  of  Armas  on  it,”  which  im¬ 
plies,  to  me,  a  vagueness.  Perhaps  it 


was  inherited  from  the  Thorough- 
goods  along  with  the  silver  porrin¬ 
ger  and  had  no  direct  bearing  on  the 
Keeling  family,  or,  it  could  have  been 
the  armorial  bearing  of  one  of  the 
maternal  lines.  Perhaps,  too,  the  tum¬ 
bler  is  in  existence  but  is  unrecog¬ 
nized  as  the  article  mentioned  in  the 
Will  of  1703  because  of  previously 
conceived  notions  that  the  tumbler 
bears  the  Keeling  Arms.  It  would  be 
a  service  if  a  Keeling  descendant 
could  and  would  submit  more  con¬ 
crete  evidence  concerning  the  Coat 
of-Arms. 

The  Keelings  have  been  prominent 
down  through  the  years  and  were 
substantial  property  and  slave  own- 
era.  In  1783  and  i?85  the  tax  lists 
for  Princess  Anne  Co.,  Virginia,  show 
ten  or  more  families  residing  there 
and  other  records  show  the  migra¬ 
tion  of  branches  west,  but  generally 
speaking  records  of  the  family  are 
sparse.  1  found  no  indication  of  any¬ 
one  collecting  and/or  compiling 
genealogical  records  on  the  family. 
There  is  only  one  mention  of  the 
name  in  the  national  query  maga¬ 
zine  "Genealogy  and  History;”  noth¬ 
ing  concerning  the  early  family  in 
the  seven  volumes  of  Virkrus’  Com¬ 
pendium  of  American  Genealogy;  and 
only  one  short  account  of  the  family 
in  Rhoades’  Colonial  Families  of  the 
United  States. 

1  do  not  know  if  any  real  effort 
has  been  made  in  England  to  find  a 
link  between  the  American  and  Eng¬ 
lish  branches  of  the  Keeling  family. 
The  name  is  found  in  English  rec¬ 
ords  available  here,  but  there  Is 
nothing  that  definitely  connects  the 
two  continents. 

Several  Keeling  Coats-of-Arms  are 
found  in  Burke’s  General  Armory  as 
well  as  other  references,  and  an  in¬ 
correct  drawing  of  the  Keeling  Arms 
here  illustrated  may  be  found  in 
Burke’s  “American  Families  With 
British  Ancestry”  (1939).  Here  the 
scaling  ladders  are  drawn  from  the 
sinister  chief  to  the  dexter  base  (in 
bend  sinister),  but  it  is  not  so  de¬ 
scribed  in  any  of  the  references 
searched. 

In  1953,  the  January  18th  issue  of 
the  _  Norfolk  Virginian-Pilot  printed 
an  interesting  article  by  Louisa  Ven¬ 
able  Kyle  describing  three  of  the  old¬ 
est  brick  homes  in  America,  all  sit¬ 
uated  in  Princess  Anne  County,  Vir¬ 
ginia.  One  of  these  was  the  Adam 
Thoroughgood  house  built  between 
1636  and  1640,  and  another  (almost 
identical)  was  “Ye  Budlies”  built  by 
the  Keelings  on  the  eastern  shore 
of  Lynnhaven  River  in  or  about  1647. 
“Ye  Budlies”  was  built  by  Adam2 
Keeling,  son  of  Thomas',  and  name¬ 
sake  and  godson  of  Adam  Thorough- 
good.  Mr.  Rutherford  visited  the 
home  in  1955  and  found  it  in  a  good 
state  of  preservation,  as  it  was  re¬ 
stored  by  the  owners  in  1938.  Descen¬ 
dants  of  Thomas  Keeling  lived  on 
this  land  and  in  “Ye  Budlies”  house 
until  1884  when  the  heirs  of  Solo¬ 
mon  Keeling  sold  the  estate.  For 
generations  the  name  of  Keeling  was 
on  the  list  of  vestrymen  at  historic 
Eastern  Shore  Chapel,  and  there  are 
a  number  of  Keelings  in  and  around 
Norfolk  at  the  present  time.

18th  Regiment. 


Queen  Victoria  was  a  sensible 
judge  of  human  values  though  not 
a  scholar.  She  realized  that  Princess 
‘‘May/'as  Mary  was  called  hy  the 
family,  was  a  woman  with  a  wide 
range  of  interests,  an  intellectual 
who  would  he  able  to  enrich  her  hus- 
hand's  mind  and  tastes.  Mary  was 
also  clever,  and  sensible  and  was  a 
real  aid  to  George.  She  hel|>ed  him 
with  his  speeches  and  in  forming 
and  shaping  his  ideas.  They  read 
much  together. 

A  pn'ofessor  was  engaged  in  1894 
■who  was  an  authority  on  naval  and 
constitutional  history.  However, 
George  does  not  make  as  many  ref¬ 
erences  to  him  in  his  diary  as  he 
does  to  the  calls  of  his  philatelist. 

As  early  as  1894  George  was  in¬ 
terested  in  a  collection  of  stamps 
that,  a  quarter  of  a  century  later, 
was  listed  as  one  of  the  three  great¬ 
est  collections  in  the  world.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  was  rated  as  the 
number  one  collection. 

On  January  22,  1901,  Queen  Vic¬ 
toria  passed  away  peacefully,  having 
suffered  a  slight  stroke,  January  17, 
which  had  not  been  alarming  at  the 
time. 

The  Duke  of  York  accompanied  his 
father  to  London  and  attended  a 
Privy  Council  in  the  Banqueting  Hall 
of  St.  James  Palace  on  January  23, 
1901,  the  day  after  the  death  of 
Queen  Victoria.  He  was  the  first  to 
swear  allegiance  to  the  new  Monarch, 
saying,  “Papa  made  a  beautiful 
speech  in  which  he  said  that  he 
wished  to  be  called  Edward  VII.  I 
have  now  succeeded  Papa  as  Duke 
of  Cornwall.” 

From  January  23  to  November  9 
the  title  of  George  was  Duke  of 
Cornwall.  Then  on  November  9,  1901, 
King  Edward  VII  conferred  on  George 
the  title  of  Prince  of  Wales. 

Sir  Arthur  Bigge,  who  remained 
with  him  for  the  next  30  years,  until 
his  death,  was  appointed  his  Personal 
Secretary  and  accompanied  him  and 
the  Duchess  of  York  to  Melbourne 
where  they  were  to  open  the  first 
Commonwealth  Parliament.  They  left 
England  March  16,  1901,  and  arrived 
in  Melbourne  May  6.  They  returned 
via  South  Africa  and  across  Can¬ 
ada. 

The  diary  of  George  furnished  the 
following  data  which  show’s  this  was 
not  a  pleasure  jaunt.  They  traveled 
45,000  miles,  of  which  12,000  was  by 
land.  They  laid  21  foundation  stones, 
received  544  addresses,  presented 
4,329  medals  and  shook  hands  with 
24,855  people  at  Official  Receptions 
alone  during  the  eight  month  trip. 
They  returned  to  England  Novem¬ 
ber  1,  1901,  where  they  were  wel¬ 
comed  by  their  children  and  the  King 
and  Queen. 

The  effect  of  this  trip  on  the  Duke 
was  creative  and  lasting.  He  warned 
in  a  speech  on  December  5,  “that 
the  old  Colony  must  wake  up  if  she 
intends  to  maintain  her  old  position 
in  Colonial  trade  against  foreign 
competition.”  This  same  year,  on  the 
King’s  60th  birthday,  he  created  his 
son  the  Prince  of  Wales.

The  Chicago  organization  has  made 
big  plans  for  the  fifth  convention. 
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Of  course,  it  would  be  presump¬ 
tuous  to  assume  that  all  the  Keel¬ 
ings  in  America  were  descended  from 
Thomas  who  arrived  in  1628.  Another 
Keeling  progenitor  of  a  later  date 
is  mentioned  in  the  “History  of 
Wayne  Co.,  Ohio”  by  Douglas  (1878). 
Here  is  a  William  Keeling  born  in 
Patton,  Bedfordshire,  England,  July 
28,  1787;  married  in  England  1811 
to  Lucy  Fulhard  of  Huntingtonshire. 
In  October,  1833,  they  came  to  Amer¬ 
ica  with  their  onlv  child  Edward  who 
was  born  in  Woodhurst,  Huntington¬ 
shire,  England.  Edward  married  Ma¬ 
ry  M.  Johnson  April  5,  1843. 

Miscellaneous  Keelings  found 
through  a  search  of  the  name  file  at 
Newberry  Library,  Chicago,  show  the 
migration  of  the  various  branches. 
Fleamar  Keeling  born  December  17, 
180!  in  Virginia,  married  Jane  Star¬ 
ker  horn  March  11,  1811,  They  had 
a  daughter  I^ouisa,  born  1843,  in 
Todd  Co.,  Kentucky,  who  married  Jes¬ 
se  F.  Furman  in  Kay  County,  Mis¬ 
souri.  “The  History  of  Fulton  Coun¬ 
ty,  Illinois  (1879)  and  the  “Arthur 
Aylsworth  Geneaology”  (1887)  both 
mention  Lewis  and  Lydia  (Howev/ 
Honey)  Keeling.  Lewis  was  a  brick- 
maker,  born  in  Hardin  Co.,  Kentucky, 
and  he  died  in  Sangamon  County, 
Illinois,  having  had  eleven  children. 
Lydia,  William  and  Osborn  were  chil¬ 
dren  of  Thomas  and  Catherine  Keil- 
ing,  born  in  Middlesex  Co.,  Virgi¬ 
nia  between  1715  and  1718.  Boston, 
Mass.  Town  Records  between  1707 
and  1725  refer  frequently  to  a  Cap¬ 
tain  Samuel  Keeling. 

In  the  Virginia  Journal  of  the 
House  of  Burgesses,  dated  May  17, 
1774,  the  petition  of  James  Keeling, 
“a  foldier  in  the  Virginia  Regiment, 
was  orefensted  to  the  Houfe  and  read, 
fettimr  forth,  that,  whilft  he  was  em¬ 
ployed  in  erecting  a  Fortrefs,  his 
Arm  was  brokQ  and  his  Shoulder  dif- 
located,  whereby  he  is  difabled  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  his  Subfiftence,  and  that  he 
is  now  advanced  in  Years  and  indi¬ 
gent;  and  therefore  praying  Relief.” 
On  May  19,  that  same  year  it  was 
“Refolved,  that  the  fum  of  twenty 
Pounds  be  paid  to  James  Keeling, 
late  a  Soldier  in  the  Virginia  Regi¬ 
ment.  and  that  the  fum  of  five  Pounds 
per  Annum,  be  paid  to  the  faid  James 
Keeling  during  his  life,  as  a  Recom- 
pence  for  the  Wounds  he  received  in 
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the  Service  of  the  Country.”  (Even  a 
little  bit  of  this  read  to  myself  makes 
my  tongue  fore!) 

I  located  one  Keeling  in  the  vari¬ 
ous  editions  of  “Who’s  Who  in  Amer¬ 
ica.”  This  was  a  Walter  Angus  Keel¬ 
ing,  born  in  Kosse,  Tex.,  November 
22,  1873  who  died  January  22,  1945 
in  Austin,  Tex.  He  served  as  attor¬ 
ney  general  of  Texas  between  1921 
and  1925,  and  left  issue  two  sons. 

As  stilted  previously,  I  would  ap- 
preciate  hearing  from  other  Keeling 
descendants  concerning  records  per¬ 
taining  to  the  Anns  of  the  family, 
and  will  pass  anything  I  hear  on 
to  my  readers  for  their  considera¬ 
tion.

of  the  name,  is  found  registered  in 
Burke’s  General  Armory  ascribed  to 
the  families  seated  at  Worcestershire, 
and  Southill,  Bedfordshire.  The  same 
Arms  are  also  <used  by  branches  of 
the  family  spelling  the  name  Kel- 
lyng,  Kolyng  or  Kclynge. 

The  scaling  ladder  denotes  one  who 
was  fearless  in  attacking,  as  such  is 
used  in  warfare  only  by  extremely 
brave  soldiers. 

The  bend  i=  a  bearing  of  high 
honour,  and  probably  represents  either 
the  scarf  or  the  shield  suspender  of  a 
knight  or  military  commander.  It 
is  held  to  signify  Defense  or  Pro¬ 
tection. 

The  lion  has  always  held  a  high 
place  in  Heraldry  as  the  emblem  of 
deathless  courage.  Differences  of 
attitude  have  no  special  meaning  as 
they  were  introduced  for  the  sake  of 
variety  and  because  so  many  persons 
were  anxious  to  obtain  the  lion  as  an 
emblem.  Guillim,  speaking  of  the 
lion,  says,  “It  is  a  lively  image  of  a 
good  soldier  who  must  be  valiant  of 
courage,  strong  of  body,  politic  in 
council,  and  a  foe  to  fear.*' 

The  shield  of  silver  signifies  sin¬ 
cerity  and  peace;  the  red  scaling 
ladders,  courage  and  magnanimity; 
and  the  gold  lion,  generosity  and  ele¬ 
vation  of  mind.

The  Coronation  of  King  Edward 
was  set  for  June  26,  1902,  but  on 
June  14  he  was  taken  ill  very  sud¬ 
denly.  On  June  23  he  was  able  to 
travel  to  London  but  his  symptoms 
returned  and  on  the  afternoon  of 
June  24  an  operation  for  appendi¬ 
citis  was  performed.  By  the  28th  he 
was  declared  out  of  danger. 

The  duty  of  entertaining  the  visit¬ 
ing  royalty  devolved  on  the  Prince 
and  Princess  of  Wales.  The  Corona¬ 
tion  actually  took  place  August  9, 
in  a  very  simple  form.  All  Playing 
Cards,  however,  bear  the  original 
date  as  planned. 

Instead  of  a  large  state  parade 
and  reception  a  Naval  Review  at 
Spithead  followed.  George  wrote  in 
his  diary,  "It  was  a  magnificent  sight 
and  made  me  croud  of  being  a  sailor 
and  an  Englishman.”  George  did  not 
say  “of  being  an  admiral,”  but  “of 
being  a  sailor”  which  demonstrates 
a  simplicity  that  endeared  him  to  his 
peoples. 

In  April,  1904,  George  and  the 
Princess  paid  a  state  visit  to  the 
Emperor  Francis  Joseph  of  Austria. 
They  were  received  at  Vienna  with 
formality.

Elizabeth  Keeling  was  doubtless  a  granda  ighter  of  that  Adam  Keeling 
mentioned  by  the  first  Adsm  Thorowgood  in  his  will  as  his  god-son.

On  November  8 
he  was  made  king’s  serjeant,  and  in  that 
character  was  one  of  the  counsel  on  the 
trial  of  Sir  Harry  Vane,  towards  whom  his 
conduct  was  unfeelingly  harsh  and  insult¬ 
ing.  (Ibid.  vi.  171 ;  llurnet,  i.  184.) 

He  was  appointed  a  judge  of  the  King’s 
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Bench  on  Jun®  18,  16(53;  nnd  within  two 
years  afterwards  he  became  chief  justice 
of  the  King’s  llench,  ou  November  21,  1(565. 
He  retained  the  place  during  the  remainder 
of  his  life,  with  little  reputation  as  a  lawyer, 
and  frequently  incurring  censure  by  his 
want  of  temper  and  discretion.  In ’1667 
complaints  were  made  against  him  in  parlia¬ 
ment  by  gentlemen  of  the  county  for  divers 
‘  high  proceedings  ’  in  the  execution  of  hia 
office,  os  fining  of  juries,  &e.,  for  which  he 
was  obliged  to  answer  before  the  House  of 
Commons.  That  body  voted  his  proceed¬ 
ings  to  be  illegal  and  tending  to  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  arbitrary  government,  and  at 
first  seemed  inclined  to  proceed  with  great 
severity,  ordering  that  he  should  be  brought 
to  trial ;  but  in  the  end,  by  the  mediation 
of  his  friends,  the  matter  was  allowed  to  | 
drop.  (State  Trial*,  yi.  607, 902 ;  Pept/s,  iii.  I 
278,  324-5.)  Again  in  1670  he  was  obliged 
to  apologise  publicly  in  the  House  of  Lords 
for  rudely  affronting  Lord  Holies  on  a  trial 
in  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench.  ( Life  of 
Holt,  Pref.  vi.)  Sir  Thomas  Raymond, 
however  (p.  209),  in  recording'  his  death, 
calls  him  ‘  a  learned,  faithful,  and  resolute 
judge.’  He  collected  various  crown  cases  in 
which  he  was  the  judge,  which  were  jiub- 
lished  after  his  death  by  Chief  Justice  Holt. 

He  diedjit  his  house  in  Hatton  Garden  on 
May  !),  1671,  leaving  a  son,  who  was  named 
in  1060  as  one  of  the  intended  knights 
of  the  Iloyal  Oak,  and  who  afterwards  was 
knighted  and  became  king’s  Serjeant.  The 
family  name  of  the  mother  of  that  son  has 
not  been  found,  but  the  register  of  St. 
Andrew’s,  Holborn, records  her  burial  under 
lier_ Christian  name  Mary  in  September 
1667,  and  the  judge’s  marriage  with  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Bassett  in  the  following  March. 
'Whether  the  William  Kelvnge  who  re¬ 
ported  cases  in  the  reign  of  George  II.  was 
of  the  judge’s  family  does  not  appear. 

KEMPE,  Monx  (Archbishop  of  York 
Canterbury),  on  whom  his  nephew 
Thomas,  Bishop  of  London,  is  said  to  have 
penned  this  hexameter : —

Bis  primus,  ter  prases,  et  bis  canline  functus, 

was  descended  from  a  good  family,  which 
bad  been  long  in  possession  of  the  estate  of 
Ollantigh,  in  the  parish  of  Wye,  in  Kent, 
where  he  was  born  in  1380.  He  was  the 
younger  son  of  Thomas  Kempe  and  Beatrice, 
a  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Lewknor. 

Me  received  his  education  at  Merton 
College,  Oxford,  of  which  he  became  a 
fellow.  Practising  in  the  ecclesiastical 
courts,  he  was  one  of  the  counsellors  called 
upon  by  Thomas  Arundel,  Archbishop  of 
Cauterbufy,  |o  assist  iti  tide  proceedings 
©ttalitl#  fit  iji 

1413.  (State  Trial*,  i.  242,  262.)  As  these 
learned  advocates  were  frequently  joined 
to  foreign  missions,  so  we  find  him  employed 


as  an  ambassador  sent  in  July  1415  to  ne¬ 
gotiate  ft  peace  with  the  King  of  Amgen* 
ana  to  treat  for  a  marriage  with  his  daugh* 
ter.  (Jlymer,  ix.  295.)  In  that  year  also  he 
was  appointed  dean  of  the  Arches,  and  vicar- 
general  of  the  new^hbishop  Cbjcheley. 

Unconnected  ai  ^Bsvas  wi  fl|y  noi,le 
or  influential  fam^^  these  eS^Ryments 
and  the  rapidity  of  his  subsequent  prefer¬ 
ments,  both  in  the  church  and  the  state 
speak  strongly  of  his  intellectual  powers’ 
and  the  excellence  of  his  character.  By 
this  time  he  had  been  already  admitted 
;  archdeacon  of  Durham,  and  in  1418  he 
was  elected  Bishop  of  Rochester.  In 
the  following  April  Henry  V.  made  him 
keeper  of  his  privy  seal,  and  within  two 
yearn  he  was  placed  in  the  office  of  chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  duchy  of  Normandy,  which  he 
retained  till  the  end  of  (hat  rei<rn.  After 
sitting  at  Rochester  for  about  two  years,  be 
^nos  removed  to  Chichester  on  February  28 
1421,  and  on  November  17  in  the  same  year 
he  w as  translated  totlie  bishopricof  London, 
On  the  accession  of  Henry  VI.  he  deli¬ 
vered  up  the  seal  of  the  duchy  of  Nor¬ 
mandy,  and  was  appointed  one  of  the  young 
king’s  council,  (llot.  Pari.  iv.  171,  201.) 
He  was  sent  to  the  Duke  of  Bedford  in 
France,  and  was  employed  to  treat  for  the 
release  of  the  King  of  ‘Scots.  (Acts  Privy 
Council,  iii.  86,  137.)  When  Cardinal 
Beaufort  retired  from  the  chancellorship, 
on  his  temporary  accommodation  with  the 
Duke  of  Gloucester,  the  bishop  was  raised 
to  that  office  on  March  13, 142(5,  and  on  the 
8th  of  the  following  April  was  elected 
Archbishop  of  York.  He  retained  the 
Great  Seal  for  nearly  six  years,  during 
which  he  was  one  of  the  peers  who  signed 
the  answers  to  the  Duke  of  Gloucester, 
resisting  his  to  governiSK^  his  own 

will  and  pleas  ^gJEjnnd  explaii  *P|phe  limi¬ 
tation  of  his  authority  as  protector.  (Pot. 
Purl.  iv.  327.)  His  resignation  of  the 
Great  Seal  on  February  25,  1432,  probably 
arose  from  the  contests  between  the  ruling 
powers ;  for  it  appears  that  the  archbishop 
continued  industriously  to  attend  the  coun¬ 
cil,  and  that  in  1439  he  was  one  of  the 
ambassadors  to  treat  for  peace  with  France. 

In  December  of  that  year  lie  was  made 
cardinal  priest  by  the  title  of  St.  Balbina. 

(It; liner,  x.  758.) 

Ten  years  after  this  he  was  called  upon 
to  resume  the  office  of  chancellor,  and 
received  the  Great  Seal  on  January  31, 
1450,  as  the  successor  of  John  Stafford* 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  on  whose  death 
in  1452  he  was  raised  to  the  primacy,  to 
which  he  was  elected  on  July  21.  On  this 
translation  the  pope  granted  him  the  rank 
of  cardinal  bishop,  by  the  title  of  St.  Rufina; 
and  he  had  the  satisfaction  of  receiving  th0 
cross  and  the  pall  at  the  hands  of  his  nephew 
Thomas  Kempe,  then  Bishop  of  London.

I  am  interested  in  an  ensign,  Thomas  Keeling,  who  came  to  Virginia 
about  1630  with  Adam  Thorogood  and  who  stated,  that  he  was  born  about 
1613. 

Will  you  check  the  reference  above  and  see  if  any  connection  could 
be  shown  between  the  two  men. 

Also  note  the  folloTring  report,  which  might  be  a  clue: 

"William  Keeling  and  Anthony  Walke  from  Cumberland,  England, 
l6p0  to  Princess  Ann  County”. 
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On  the  Keeling  inquiry  we  have  made  a  search  of  a  manu- 
copy  of  the  Ash,  Surrey,  perish  registers  at  the  Society 
of  Genealogists.  The  name  Keeling  does  not  occur  during  1600-50, 
so  probably  the  Thomae  Keeling  who  married  in  1619  went  to  live 
somewhere  else.  Parishes  stated  to  be  places  of  residence  at  time'N 
of  marriage  often  prove  to  have  been  only  temporary  abodes.  As 
Lnsign  Thomas  -‘-eeling  gave  his  date  of  birth  as  aoout  1613,  can 
he  be  identified  with  Thomas,  son  of  uaph  (sicj  Keeling,  baptised 
at  flewcastle-under-Lyme,  Staffordshire,  26  March  1613.  There  is 
a  pedigree  of  tnis  family  in  'the  Visitation  of  Staffordshire,  loo3-4, 
printed  oy  the  william  Salt  Society,  Vol.5,  pt  2,  of  which  you 
probably  have  a  copy  in  the  hev.berry  Library.  The  parish  registers 
of  hewcastle-under-Lyme  and  .Volstanton ,  both  printed  by  the  Staffs 
Parish  register  Society,  contain  much  information  about  this  Keeling 
family.  The  printed  pedigree  says  that  Aalph  Keeling,  father  of 
Thomas,  was  died  in  1650.  Anne,  wife  of  Balph  Keeling,  Alderman, 
was  buried  at  Newcastle  d  Aug.  1650,  but  there  seems  to  be  no  entry 
for  the  husband  and  the  printed  pedigree  may  oe  at  fault.  Keeling 
wills  of  the  period  may  indicate  that  a  member  of  the  family  was 
in  anerica.

Te  have  not  yet  found  a  will  of  a  member  of  the  Keeling  family  which  supports 
the  identification  of  the  Thomas  Keeling  baptized  at  Newcastle-under-Iyrae  in 
1613  with  the  Ensign  Thomas  Keeling  in  whom  you  are  interested. 

John  Keeling,  uncle  of  the  Thomas  baptized  in  1613,  was  born  in  1576,  was  Member 
of  Parliament  for  iiewcas tle-under-Lyme  in  l62it,  1625,  and  1626.  His  will,  dated 
19  Aug.  1633,  was  proved  in  the  P.G.C.  22  June  161;9  (95  Fairfax).  It  does  not 
refer  to  his  brother  Ralph  or  to  Ralph's  children.  A  codicil,  dated  U:  Sept.  1637 
gives  i5  to  his  brother  Edvard. 

Edward  Keeling,  mentioned  above,  was  also  M.P.  for  1  'ewe  as  tle-under-Lyme  165^4-55  and 
1659*  He  died  before  1663,  but  apparently  left  nc  will. 

Some  account  of  the  brothers,  who  were  Members  for  Iiewcas tle-under-Iyme,  will  be 
found  in  the  Parliamentary  History  of  Staffordshire  published  by  the  ’Tilliam  Salt 
Society  (now  the  Staffordshire  Record  Society). 

In  the  slip  index  at  the  Society  of  Genealogists  there  is  a  reference  to  Chancery 
Proceedings,  Keeling  v.  Lowe,  in  the  series  Slizabeth-Charles  i,  L.  22.10.  As  the 
name  Lowe  occurs  in  Chancery  Proceedings  involving  the  darter  family,  we  are 
arranging  to  follow  up  this  reference  at  the  Public  Record  Office.

It  occurs  to 
me  that  the  son  Edvard  may  have  gone  to  Virginia  to  join  relations,  descen¬ 
dants  of  your  Thomas  Keeling.

Keeling,  Jacob  (b.  1??U,  in  Princess  Anne  Co.;  see  Note  8),  "a  simple 
hearted  and  single-minded  man"  known  locally  as  "Parson  Keeling,"  was 
a  clergyman  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  whose  name  had  first 
appeared  in  the  Journal  of  the  General  Convention  in  1812,  and  who 
had  been  ordained  in  February  1828  by  Bishop  Richard  Charming  Moore. 
After  the  fire  of  1837,  he  settled  near  Sleepy  Hole  on  the  Nansemond 
River,  on  a  farm  known  as  "The  Hermitage."  He  married  twice:  (l)  in 
1801,  in  Norfolk,  Sarah  Webb  (d.1816,  and  was  buried  in  the  yard  of 
Christ  Church,  Norfolk),  and  (2)  Bee.  25,  1817,  Charlotte  Holland 
(d.s.p.,  Widow  of  (1)  George  Lassiter,  and  (2)  of  Dr.  Robert  H.  Fisher 
for  whom  see  note  U8).

About  1820, 
"Parson  Keeling  sometimes  preached  in  the  Courthouse,  but  the  service 
was  considered  tedious  and  dull,  and  but  few  attended."  (Riddick, 
"Reminiscences,"  No.  HI,  Herald,  April  21,  1880.  A  later  description 
occurs  in  Beppie  by  Ella  I.  Disosway  (Nashville,  1881,  p.22)  where  he 
emerges  in  thin  disguise;  "Parson  SeHng,  as  he  was  familiarly  called 
in  the  parish  where  he  had  baptized,  named,  and  buried  Episcopalians 
for  twenty  years,  and  was  a  very  gentlemanly,  agreeable,  kind-“hearfced 
clergyman,  and  my  uncle  Allen,  and  his  son  were  both  members  of  his 
vestry."

As  you  will  see,  Adam  Keeling  in  his  will  mentions  his  granddaughter 
Frances  Keeling  in  1771#  Xn  the  Minute  Book  of  F»  A •  1782—1784) 
Frances  Keeling,  orphan  of  Thomas  Keeling,  dec.  made  choice  of  Adam 
Keeling  for  her  guardian  in  1782,  so  she  was  still  under  age. 

(The  will  of  Thomas  Keeling  in  August  1766  mentions  seven  children 
but  names  only  four,  his  sons,  and  his  wife  Betty). 

Xn  the  William  and  Mary  Quarterly  X  found  the  marriage  bond  1751 
of  Thos.  Keeling  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lovett.  Wondered  who  she  was, 
so  searched  all  the  Lovett  wills  for  a  wife  Elizabeth  or  Betty. 
Found  in  the  Minute  Book  1744-1753  Elizabeth  widow  of  Wm.  Lovett 
states  he  died  without  making  a  will.  15  March  1747*  So  she  would 
fit  in  to  marry  Thos.  Keeling  in  1751*  She  was  still  under  age  in 
1750  when  she  chose  Campt.  James  Kemp  as  her  guardian.  She  was 
evidently  a  Lovett  before  she  married  as  this  same  note  mentions 
her  brother  John  Lovett »s  estate.  This  John  Lovett  inventory  1740 
left  will.  (Will  of  John  Lovett  in  1738).  We  do  not  have  this 
will  book.

30,170  lbs.  of  tobacco  and  caske  beside  cattle. . .whereupon  it  is  ordered 
that  Mr.  Robert  Bray  and  Mr.  Adam  Keeling  take  the  orphans  into  custody 
and  their  estates....  and  that  the  said  Mr.  Anthony  Lawson  be  discharged 
from  all  the  said  orphans'  estate.... 

(The  trouble  arose  between  Keeling  and  Lawson  over  the  estate  because 
Anthony  Lawson  the  first  of  Lower  Norfolk  County,  married  Ann  Okeham,  the 
widow  of  John,  Okeham  and  a  sister  to  Adam  Keeling,  both  children  of  Thomas 
and  Ann  Keeling.  Adam  Keeling  also  calles  Joel  Martin  his  wife's  brother 
and  his  nephew.  This  relationship  I  have  not  fathomed.) 

Lower  Norfolk  County  Book  "C",  page  72,  in  1653  is  a  Deposition  of 
John  Martin  who  says  his  age  is  37  years.  This  is  January  Court.

He  was  long  time  Burgess  of  Lower  Norfolk  County;  he  made  a  gift 
to  Bartholomew  Williamson,  son  of  Roger,  as  did  also  Richard  Foster. 

Anne  Foster  and  her  husband  Richard  call  Bartholomew  Hoskins  "father" 
in  16U2,  or  thereabouts.  Some  how  I  feel  that  Hoskins'  daughter  Ann 
married  Richard  Foster  Sir.  and  had  Ann,  who  married  first  Roger  Williamson 
and  then  John  Carraway;  they  also  had  a  son  Richard  Foster  who  went  into 
N.C«  with  Bartholomew  Hoskihs  and  became  Major  Hoskins.  He  followed 
Bartholomew  Hoskins  as  Burgess  for  Lower  Norfolk,  he  was  also  a  justice. 
Bartholomew  Hoskins  patented  the  acres  near. Eastern  Branch  of  Elizabeth 
River  contiguous  to  a  creek  called  Hoskins  Creek;  later  these  acres  were 
owned  by  the  Moseleys  and  New  Town  was  located  thereabouts .

Keeling  speaks  of  her  daughter  Frances  Walker  in  1682. 

Ensign  Thomas  Keeling  was  brought  to  the  Colony  by  Adam  Thorowgood;  he  was 
a  member  of  the  first  Court  of  which  there  is  record  for  the  County  of 
New  Norfolk,  which  Court  was  convened  on  May  15,  1637  at  the  house  of 
Gapt.

(The  Gornick  Line  from  here  has  not  been  completed,  however,  the  lands 
willed  by  Joel  are  on  the  road  near  Eastern  Shore  Chapel,  and  a  part  of 
it  I  identify  as  the  Stone  farm,  on  which  is  the  ruins  of  a  very  old 
brick  house.  Also  here  is  the  tomb  of  William  Gornick,  the  son  of  Joel 
and  Sarah.  The  temb  says  he  is  50  years  of  age  at  death  in  1801.  This 
William's  only  son  and  heir  was  Willi Barlow  Gornick.  Notice  in  above 
there  was  a  son  Joel  Barlow  Comick.  Somehow!  believe  that  Sarah  who 
married  Joel  was  Sarah  Barlow,  daughter  of  Henry  Barlow,  minister  of 
Lynnhaven  Parish,  then  of  Hungars  in  Northampton  County,  Va.  Also  it 
appears  that  as  widow  of  Gornick  Sarah  Barlowe-Cornick  married  Thomas 
Reynolds  Walker.  As  I  said  these  problems  are  not  entirely  solved.)

In  1751  Thcmas  Keeling  married  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lovett.  (Marriage  Bond) 
Clerk  Security  Thomas  Keeling 

Anthony  Lawson  George  Weblin 

(it  appears  that  this  Mrs.  Lovett  is  the  widow  of  William  Lovett 
who  died  in  Uhl « •  •  Minute  Book  6,  page  123,  On  15  Marchl7U7  Elizabeth 
Lovett,  widow  of  William  Lovett,  came  into  Court  and  testified  that  he 
died  without  will  so  far  as  she  knew  & c.  Administration  is  therefore 
granted  her  on  estate.) 

Princess  Anne  County,  Virginia,  Deed  Book  10,  page  216,  In  1766  is  made 
the  will  of  Thomas  Keeling;  he  devised  to  his  son  Adam  Keeling  30  acres 
in  Negro  Swamp  which  I  purchased  of  Thomas  Raney;  to  son  Henry  Keeling 
plantation  I  bought  near  the  Chappie,  also  $ 0  acres  in  the  swamp  I 
bought  of  Consaul;  son  Thomas  Keeling  the  land  over  the  Mill  Dam  near 
Edward  Cannon's,  also  5>0  acres  in  the  swamp  I  bought  of  Isaac  Luke; 
to  son  John  Keeling  30  acres  joining  Capt.  Tenant’s  line  being  part  of 
50  acres  I  bought  of  Henry  Consaul;  loving  wife  Betty;  certain  named 
slaves  to  wife;  rest  of  negroes  equally  between  wife  and  seven  children 
or  survivors  of  them  when  they  come  of  age  or  Marry;  at  death  of  wife 
her  part  to  be  divided  among  the  seven  children  or  the  survivors  of 
them.  All  personal  estate  to  wife  except  six  large  silver  spoons  and 
six  small  silver  spoons  to  son  Adam  after  his  mother’s  death. 

(There  is  no  probate  on  the  record.  'This  Y/ill  shows  then  that  Mary, 
who  married  Joel  Oomick,  must  have  done  so  in  1771>  for  she  was  to 
have  her  part  on  marriage  or  at  age.) 

This  Thomas  Keeling  is  son  of  Adam  Keeling  who  survived  his  son  and 
died  in  1771* 

Princess  Anne  County,  Virginia,  Deed  Book  12,  page  18U,  In  1771  is  the 
will  of  Adam  Keeling  who  devised  to  his  son  William  Keeling  100  acres 
of  swamp  land;  grandson  Adam  Keeling  the  plantation  whereon  I  now 
live  (this  is  the  old  Keeling  place),  together  with  the  land  whereon 
my  son  Thomas  Keeling's  widow  now  lives  and  the  marsh  adjoining  the 
plantation  I  live  on;  also  Hogg  Pen  Neck;  to  grandson  Henry  Keeling 
the  land  I  bought  of  Cox  reserving  thk  use  to  his  mother  until  he  is 
twenty-one ,  five  acres  of  swamp  lane  land  I  bought  of  William  Woodhouse 
joining  the  Acre;  to  grandson  Thcmas  Keeling  25  acres;  grandson  Jacob 
Keeling  adjoining  his  uncle  William  Keeling's  land;  grandson  Nathaniel 
Keeling  (Jacob  and  Nathaniel  were  brothers;  then  he  makes  various  devises 
to  granddaughter  Sarah  Keeling,  grandson  Robert  Thorowgood;  to  grandson 
Robert  Thorowgood’ s  two  daughters  Anne  and  Sarah  Thorowgood,  grandson 
William  Haynes,  granddaughter  Frances,  Haynes,  daughter  Sarah  Tfilliamson, 
granddaughter  Mary  Keeling,  granddaughter  Elizabeth  Keeling,  granddaughter 
Frances  Keeling,  grandchildren  Elizabeth  and  Amey  Keeling,  who  are  the 
daughters  of  son  Henry,  deceased. 

Adam  Keeling 

(Recall  that  Thomas  Keeling  had  7  children  he  says,  he  names  four  sons, 
the  Inference  is  rightly  that  there  were  three  daughters,  hence,  Mary, 
Elisabeth,  and  Frances,  as  above). 
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Deed  Book  13,  page  10,  In  1771  is  the  appraisal  of  Adam  Keeling,  Sr. 
made  by  Lemuel  Cornick,  William  Keeling  Jr.,  and  Smith  Shepherd. 

(There  are  few  deeds  made  that  could  be  this  Adam  Keeling,  and  only 
one  that  I  can  definitely  say  is  his  deed.  The  confusion  arising  over 
the  use  of  one  Christian  name  in  many  branches  of  the  same  family  makes 
descent  rather  hard  of  proof.  Of  this  I  am  sure.) 

Adan  Keeling  dead  with  7/111  in  1683  left  a  son 
Adam,  whose  first  wife  was  Susannah,  who  probably  died  by  1698, 
for  in  that  year  he  makes  a  deed  without  signature  of  a 
vrife  relinquishing  her  dower.  This  Adam  died  in  1311, 
survived  by  a  widow  Elizabeth  Keeling  and  several  children. 

Thomas,  the  brother  of  this  Adam,  both  sons  of  Adam  dead 
in  1683  had  a  son,  his  eldest, 

Adam,  dead  with  will  in  1771,  as  above  given. 

John,  likewise  a  son  of  Adam  1683,  and  brother  to  Adam  and 
Thomas ,  had  a  son 

Adam,  of  whom  so  far  I  have  been  able  to  establish  but  little. 

Adam,  whose  wifies  were  first  Susannah,  then  Elizabeth,  the 
widow  of  John  Godfrey,  had  a  son 
Adam,  whose  wife  was  Isabella,  the  daughter  of  Solomon  White. 

These  are  facts  whose  proof  I  have  in  deeds,  wit^  which 
I  shall  not  burden  this  unless  you  should  like  to  have  a 
transcription  of  the  notes. 

Adam,  of  thomas  of  Adam  1683,  dead  in  1771  had  a  son 
Adam,  called  Jr.  who  died  before  1767,  whose  son  was  Jacob,  to 
whom  reference  is  made  in  the  grandfather1  Adam’s  will  in 
1771.  It  is  to  this  son  Adam  that  Adam  (1771)  made  a  deed, 
the  only  one  I  cm  believe  is  his. 

Between  1713  and  I71I4,  there  are  several  deads  for  Adam  Keelingjson  of  John 
172^  Adan  and  Isabella  make  a  deed,  however,  in  1750  Adam  and  Eixzahath 
Isabella  made  a  deed  and  he  says  he  is  son  of  Adam  Sr.,  dec. 

17^2  Adam  Keeling  (X)  makes  a  lease  to  faxm  100  acres  of  his  land  to 
Moore. 

Deed  Book  8,  page  59,  in  1756,  Adan  Keeling  (signum  A)  Sr.  to  Adam  Keeling 
Jr.,  land  I  purchased  of  Horatio  Woodhouse,  h00  acres  on  Linkhorn  Bay.. 

In  the  Keeling  notes  you  left,  copied  I  believe  from  Mrs.  Heyer  she  says 
tliis  Adam’s  (dead  in  1771)  wife  was  Anne  and  his  daughter  Anne  married  her 
cousin  William.  Keeling.  This  William  Keeling  married  first  Mary  Thorowgood, 
a  daughter  of  (John  Thorowgood,  and  a  sister  to  Elizabeth,  who  married  Capt. 
Cornelius  Calvert.  About  I76U  he  makes  deeds  of  gift  to  several  children 
and  then  there  is  a  marriage  bond  for  Capt.  William  Keeling  and  Anne 
Wishatt.  By  her  he  had  two  children,  one  born  after  his  death.  Again  I 
have  proof  of  this.  These  papers  also  say  Anne,  the  wife  of  this  Adam 
was  Anne  Thorowgood.  Nowhere  can  I  find  that  he  had  a  daughter  Ann.  He 
had  a  daughter  Sarah  Williamson,  a  daughter  who  married  Haynes  and 

had  issue,  a  daighter  who  married  Thorowgood  and  had  Robert  Thorowgood. 
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Mrs.  Heyer's  notes  say  that  Anne  of  Adam,  who  married  her  cousin 
Willi  am  left  daughters  Elizabeth,  Mary,  and  Frances,  the  daughters 
of  Anne  Keeling.  This  I  do  not  find  to  be  true,  for  William  in  his 
will  names  no  daughter  Frances,  even  if  we  overlook  the  fact  that  it 
was  Anne  Wishart  he  married,  and  that  his  second  marriage.  Whereas 
we  know  that  Adam's  son  Thomas  did  have  a  daughter  Mary,  one  of  three 
daughters,  and  that  she  married  in  1771  Joel  Comick,  and  since  she  is 
named  in  the  clause  with  Elizabeth  and  Frances,  I  take  it  they  are 
sisters*  That  rule  follows  in  the  rest  of  his  devises. 

Returning  to  the  rife  of  this  Adam  Keeling,  that  is  Adam  Keeling  dead 
in  1771  with  rill,  the  father  of  Thomas  dead  in  1766  with  rill  and  the 
father  of  Mary,  who  married  Joel  Comick,  and  they  became  the  parents 
of  Sarah  Comick  who  married  Lemuel  Shepherd,  the  father  of  Smith  Shep¬ 
herd,  etc...  I  find  in  1719,  Deed  Book  3>  page  296,  is  the  rill  of  Robert 
Cartwright,  whose  rife  is  Arm  (Shipp).  He  names  a  daughter  Sarah  Keeling. 
In  the  division  of  his  estate  D.B*  h  page  26!|,  I  find  certain  items  set 
aside  to  Adam  and  John  Keeling  in  right  of  their  rives.  In  the  rill  of 
Ann  Cartwright  made  in  1729,  the  sane  year  that  Robert's  estate  was 
divided,  she  names  her  two  daughters  Arme  and  Sarah  Keeling.  Now  Adam 
Keeling  (1771)  had  a  brother  John  whose  wife  was  Anne.  Anne  Cartwright 
married  John  Keeling,  of  this  I  have  several  proofs,  and  by  the  way  he 
was  captured  and  held  prisoner  by  pirates  in  1726.  He  was  a  marriner. 

Adam  Keeling  was  of  age  in  1719,  for  in  that  year  (O.B.  3 3  page  61)  he 
came  into  Court  and  asked  for  his  part  of  personal  property  of  his  father 
Thcmas  deceased. . . . 

Adam  Keeling  son  of  Thcmas  Keeling  deceased,  suing  Thomas  Haynes  and 
Elizabeth  his  rife  executors  of  Thcmas  Keeling  deceased  for  his  pro¬ 
portionate  part  of  7  negroes  Mid  one  mare  and  foal,  given  by  will  of 
father  Thomas  to  his  children. 

In  1721,  son  John  made  a  similar  petition  (O.B.  3 $  p.  127) 

1722,  petition  of  m  Cartwright  and  Mary  his  rife  one  of  the 

daughters  of  Thcmas" "Keeling  deceased  for  her  share  etc.. O.B.  3>  p*  litii * 
(This  book  is  worm  eaten*  It  must  be  William  Cartwright,  for  that  is 
the  only  Cartwright  name  ending  in  "m".  He  was  eldest  son  and  executor 
of  Robert  Cartwright  above.  It  therefore  would  seem  that  William,  Sarah 
and  Anne  Cartwright  of  Robert  and  Anne  Cartwright  married  Mary,  Adam  and 
John  Keeling  of  Thcmas  and  Elizabeth  Keeling.  I  do  not  ask  you  to  accept 
this  marriage  unless  you  feel  it  is  perhaps  right.  I  can  look  farther  for 
the  Ihorowgood  that  Mrs.  Heyer  speaks  of.  But  in  the  same  record  of  Adam's 
will  in  1771  she  points  out  that  his  witness  Capt.  Jacob  EUegood  who  was 
a  Justice  in  1698 l i l i 
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Princess  Anne  County,  Virginia,  Deed  Book  3*  page  116,  In  17lU  is  the  will 
of  Thomas  Keeling,  devising  to  his  son  Thomas  100  acres  bought  of  Adam 
Keeling,  all  on  Long  Creek  east  til  it  meets  Rich amend’ s  line;  three  sons 
are  Adam,  John  and  William;  to  son  Adam  Keeling  all  the  land  which  my 
father  Adam  Keeling  left  to  me  (this  is  Dudley' s,  or  the  old  place  on 
Lynnhaven,  not  however,  the  original  Keeling  Hone stead,  or  manor;  that  was 
at  London  Bridge);  the  cow  John  Lovett  gave  my  two  daughters  Margaret  and 
Elizabeth  for  them  to  have;  my  mother  Lovett  gave  my  children  Adam,  Mary, 

John,  Margaret,  Elizabeth,  William,  and  Amy  Keeling;  loving  wife  is 
Elizabeth . 

The  widow  Elizabeth  Lo vet t -Keeling  married  Thomas  Haynes,  see  previous 
record;  also  see  O.B.  3,  page  218,  in  1?2 hf  John  Keeling  suing  as  son  and 
legatee  of  Thomas  deceased  Mrs.  Thomas  Haynes,  widow  of  Thomas  Keeling 
deceased,  etc...# 

Lower  Norfolk  County,  Virginia,  Book  U  f.  155  is  the  will  of  Adam  Keeling, 
of  Lower  Norfolk  County,  Gent.  He  names  his  loving  wife  as  Ann;  sons  are 
Thomas  to  whom  he  gave  that  parcel  of  land  comnonly  imown  by  the  xname 
of  DudHes;  John  to  whom  he  gave  the  plantation  or  tract  of  land  iHOO 
acres  formerly  belonging  to  my  father-in-law  John  Martin  when  he  beccm.es 
twenty-one;  to  Adam  2000  acres  lately  patented  called  London  Bridge; 
daughter  Elizabeth  300  or  U00  acres  near  Machepungo;  daughter  Anne  the 
tract  joining  Rudee  called  Blackwalnut  Ridge,  1200  acres  bought  of  Anthony 
Lawson;  brotherinlaw  Lt .Col#-  Anthony  Lawson,  friend  Mr.  Malachi  Thurston  etc... 
Will  is  dated  25  April  1683  and  proved  at  Court  1?  December  1683  (O.S.) 

This  Adam  Keeling  is  the  son  of  Thomas  Keeling,  called  Ensign  Thomas  Keeling 
and  Ms  wife  Anna.  In  your  I  .and  notes  you  have  this  record  and  proof. 

After  the  death  of  Adam  Keeling  in  1683,  the  widow  Ann  married  John  Richason. 
Lower  Norfolk  County  Order  Book  under  date  of  December  12,  1683  is  an  order 
to  John  Richason  for  probate  of  Adam’s  will,  he  having  married  Ann,  the 
widow  and  executrix  under  the  will. 

Princess  Anne  County,  Virginia  Deed  Book  1,  page  ij.7 ,  in  1693*  Adam  Keeling
